Utility Model Application No. 168158/1985 (Laid-open No. 78072/1987), (Kabushiki Kaisha 
Yasukawa Denki Seisakusho), 19 May 1987 (19.05.87), full text; Figs. 1 to 5 (Family: none)] 
describes a brushless motor comprising a rotor within a stator, wherein motor characteristics 
control means controls the direction and amount of current to a field coil to change the magnetic 
flux generated by the field coil, and controls the effective magnetic flux operating between the 
rotor and stator to control motor characteristics. 

Document 2 [JP, 10-178752, A (Sony Corporation) 30 June 1998 (30.06.98), full text; Figs. 1 to 
6 (Family: none)] describes a field magnet with a plurality of permanent magnets made from 
magnetic material magnetized to the same pole and a plurality of control poles of magnetic 
material interposed between the permanent magnets. 

Document 3 [US, 4656379, A (THE GARRETT CORPORATION), 7 April 1987 (07.04.87), 
page 8, line 55 to page 9, line 10; Fig. 13], albeit with reference to a generator, describes a rotor 
provided in a stator, and a field coil disposed on a stator such as to be wound in a direction 
surrounding the rotor core; thus the inventions described in claims 1 and 3 do not appear to 
involve an inventive step.
